Such were the remarks of the late 
Henry Ward Beecher respecting Mor- 
monism on the occasion of his return- 
ing to Brooklyn from a visit to Utah 
in 1883. When a man of thought— 
nay, more, when a director of popular 
thought, such as Henry Ward Beecher 
was in America—makes such state- 
ments respecting Mormonism as those 
I have quoted, Mormons may be par- 
doned if they conclude that their 
church has outgrown its infancy, and 
has developed into a sturdy, promis- 
ing youth, and is rapidly 
within sight of a glorious manhood. 
Nor is it from the statements of men 
of thought and prominence alone that 
Mormons are led to such a conclusion. 
The facts in the case tend more than 
the admission of any man, be he ever 
so thoughtful or prominent, to make 
them conscious of growth, of the de- 
velopment of power and influence; 
why, the very opposition arrayed 
against them, the time devoted by 
the American Congress in devising 
means for the destruction of their 
community and charch—all bear wit- 
ness to them of increased importance 
being attached to themselves snd their 
institutions. 

Moreover, the Mormons are con- 
scious of a steady increase in their 
numbers. According to the statisti- 
cal report read at their last annual 
conference, April 1887, besides the 
first presidency and quorum of Apos 
tles, there are 65 —— 6,444 
seventies; 3,723 high priests; 12,441 
elders; 2,423 priests; 2,497 teachers;

6,854 deacons; 81,238 members; total 
officers and members, 115,699; chil- 
dren under 8 years of age, 46,684; 
total of souls, 162,383. These statis- 
tics do not include the membership of 
the Church in Australia, New Zea- 
land, the European countries, nor the 
Eastern nor Southern States of Ame- 


rica 

This population is located in the 
Valleys of the Rocky Mountai 
many of which have been redeem 
from their sterility by the patient and 
persevering industry of the Mormons 
under every circumstance of discou- 
et There was a time when 

ormon colonizing enterprise was 
confined to Utah, but this is now no 
longer the case. In the last General 
Epistle of the Church Authorities to 
the Ohurch, read at the semi-annual 
conference in Salt Lake City, October 
1887, reports were made of the con- 
dition of colonies in the State of Colo- 
rado, the Territories of Arizona and 
Idaho, and also of colonies in Canada 
and Mexico; so that Mormon colo- 
nizing enterprise is no longer limited 
to Utah, nor even to the United 
States, but extends from the British 
possessions in the north to Mexico in 
the south. 

That the natural increase of the 
Mormon community is ter than 
that of any other, is manifest by about 
30 per cent. of the total population 
being under eight years of age. This 
consideration, taken in connection 
with the fact that representatives of 
the church may be found in nearly 
all the nations of the earth, preaching 
the Gospel, and gathering together 
those who receive it, prophesies that 
at no very remote date a mighty com- 
munity of Latter-day Saints will be 
firmly established in the western inter- 
mountain region of North America. 
Indeed, they are already a strong 
community. Their stren how- 
ever, consists not so much in their 
numbers, as in the character of the 
community. Their religion teaches

In 1830 the Church of Jesus Christ 
in this dispensation was organized in 
the western part of the State of New 
York with six members. From 
thence it spread into the surrounding 
States, its membership rapidly in- 
creasing in spite of the oj position 
which everywhere rose against it. 
oon as 1831 settlements were made 
in Western Missouri, and three years 
later twelve hundred of the Saints 
were driven from their settlments, 
about two hundred of their houses 
burned to the ground, their property 
destroyed, and they left destitute at 
an inclement season of the year. The 
only offence under heaven they were 
fail’ of was that of believing that 

again revealed Himself from 
heaven, and that the gospel, with its 
ancient gifts and powers, had been re- 
stored through the ministration of 
angels, And these ideas, it was con- 
tended by their persecutors, were sub- 
versive of true religion and the peace 
and order of society. Five years 
later, 1838, another severe persecution 
overtook the church, and twelve or 
fifteen thousand Saints were driven 
from the State of Missouri into Illi- 


nois. 

In the last named State they en- 
joyed a few years’ peace, and founded 
the city of Nauvoo, and built a glori- 
ous temple at the cost of a million 
dollars. But here that relentless bit- 
terness which had ever been manifest 
toward that great and man 
Joseph Smith, culminated in his be- 

murdered by a mob at Carth 
while held on a trumped-up charge o 
treason against the State of Illinois. 
He was murdered in cold blood, and 
that, too, at a time when the honor of 
Illinois had been pledged by the gov- 
ernor of the state for his protection, 
and ecnring for bim a fair trial. 
Two years later—1846—the body of 
the church had to abandon Illinois, and 
commenced that wonderful journe 
from the Mississippi River to the Val- 
leys of the Rocky Mountains. Thatex- 

us,and subsequent journey through 
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1,300 miles of wilderness infested with 
SxVages, stands unparalled in history, 
either of ancient or m times. 
Under the blessings of Almighty 
God, the Latter-day Saints have suc- 
ceeded in turning the sterile valleys 
of Utah into a 22 and filling 
them with peaceful homes, villages 
and towns, They have mastered the 
unfriendly elements, and the desert is 
made to yield themaliving. Their 
efforts at colonization have 
beyond experiment into a fact, and 
they form the basis of the community 
of the most prosperous territory in the 
United States. The experience of the 
past fifty years, too, has demonstrated 
that the Mormon religion, which to 
the Latter day Saint is the Gospel of 
the Son of God, is not to be lnughed 
out of the arena of the religious world. 
It has survived the contempt of the 
bigoted who have refused to investi- 
pete its claims to being a divine reve- 
ation; it has outlived the ridicule of 
the learned, who affected to despise 
it; neither the opposition of bireling 
priests, the violence of mobs, the in- 
trigues of demagogues, the destruc- 
tion time and again of their property, 
murdering their leaders, driving them 
into the wilderness, nur the passage 
of special unconstitutional enactments 
by the American Congress for the 
destruction of the Mormon religious 
community, have been able to over- 
throw the church founded eng. 
the instrumentality of Joseph Smith. 
Though from its inception it bas been 
assailed by powerful foes from with- 
out, and frequently betrayed by false 
friends from within; though the course 
it has trod has led the Saints through 
floods of affliction and wrung their 
hearts with anguish, until they have 
been blinded with tears; though the 
blood of their leaders and many of 
their brethren stains the free soil of 
the United States, and their trail 
across the dreary plains from the Mis- 
souri to the Rocky Mountains could 
at one time be traced by their graves, 
still Mormonism survives.

And to use unqaalifiedly such expres- 
sions as we must be saved upon our own merits? “ we shall receive a re- 
ward aceording te our works; “we must work out our\own salvation,” eto. 
is caleulated to strengthen that opinion. In this matter, as in all others, we 
would have the Elders beeome workmen rightly dividing the word of truth; 
gining due preminence to man’s duty, and the works he must perform ia 
order to make the atonement of Christ benefit him; and at the same time 
assigning to the atonement of Christ all the importance that attaches to it. 

While we insist that in order to obtain salvation in God's kingdom man 
must obey the laws and ordinances of the Gospel, not in part, but all of them, 
no one ean attach more importance to the work of the Redeemer than do the 
Latter-day Saints. It is said in the Book of Mormon, which the Sainte look 
upon as of equal authority with the Jewish Seripture, that

The teachings of the prominent Eiders in the Church are no less emphatio 
im their statement of the atonement of rene 
we.have quoted: The late President Brigham Young said: 

Christ is the author of this Gospel, of this earth, of men and women, ot it 
the:posterity of Adam and Eve,.andevery living creature thet lives upon the 
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earth, that flies in the heavens, that swims in the waters, or dwells’ in the 
field. Christ is the author of salvation to all this creation, to all things per- 


taining, to this terrestrial globe we (Discourse preached Aug, 8, 1888), 
Now of the things we have spoken this is the sum:—The atonement made 
by the Lord Jesus Christ was and is absolutely necessary to the salvation of 
man. That atonement brought to pass the resurrection of man, and placed 
within his reach the blessing of the forgiveness of sins, the power to become 
justified and sanctified before God on the condition of his faith in God, and 
in Christ, and his obedience to all the commandments of God. Belief alone 
will not bring to pass the salvation of men, any more than it will the salva- 
tion of devils, whom, we are told by the Scriptures, believe in Christ and 
tremble; and the reason their belief will not save them, is because they are 
not in a condition to couple works of righteousness with that belief: They 
are beyond the hope of salvation and the desire for forgiveness; and if men 
will not couple works of righteousness with their faith, their faith will not 
save them—because it is dead—it is like the belief of the devils—of no avail 
—it is powerless, and it is an insult to the dignity of the Creator to say that 
it is acceptable to Him. On the other hand, the necessity of Christ’s atone- 
ment must not be put into the shade. As the body without the spirit is 
dead, so we are told that faith without works is dead; and, to carry this 
illustration further, we say, as the spirit without a body is imperfect, so good 
works without faith are imperfect, and will ever remain so. The Elders, 
then, want to keep these facts in their minds; and while they are insisting 
on the people observing—doing—all things which Christ has commanded, 
let them not forget to tell the people that it is the atonement of Christ and 
faith in that atonement which gives life and power to those works of righte- 
ness, and makes them fruitful in salvation. R. 


ORDER IN THE PRIESTHOOD. 
. 
THERE is a beautiful order in the priesthood of God. And that order goes 


very far in convincing the intelligent student of the divinity of that institu- 
tion which Gud has founded in these last days. Men have rights, privileges 


and immunities in the priesthood, and it is the duty of brethren to respect 


each other and every man in his office and calling. And in this, as in every- 
thing else in fact, God has given us very worthy examples. When the time 
had come for the Gospel to be taken to the Gentiles, an angel was sent to a 
devout man of that people, who was worthy, and told him to send men to 
J 22 where they would find one Peter, who would tell him words whereby 
he might be saved. One naturally asks, why it was that the angel did not 
tell him at once what he must do to be saved, instead of keeping him in sus- 
pense while men were sent to Joppa to bring down Peter. But the fact was, 
the Messiah had given power and authority to His apostles to preach His 
Gospel and extend His kingdom; nay, more, He had given the keys of the 
kingdom to this same apostle Peter, and He showed His respect for that 
authority with which he had clothed His servant, by not allowing even an 
angel from heaven to i ignore it, or perform its functions over, the head o 
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Peter. So in the case?of Paul. M When he was stricken down on his way to 
Damascus and had {a conver-ation with the Lord, it would have been an 
easy matter for Jesus'to have told Paul direct what he must do to be saved; 
but instead of doingfso He sent him to Damascus, and then sent an angel to 
one of His servants in that city, directing him to go to Paul and administer 
to him the words of life, for he was to tell Paul what the Lord would have 
him do. Thus we see how carefal the Lord is to respect the authority He 
gives to man, and this should teach us to show like respect to every man in 
his place and calling. It is not our purpose in these remarks to trace out this 
subject in all its bearings, but we just wished to call attention to its import- 
ance. The Lord has enjoined it upon His servants that “every man learn 
his duty, and to act in the office to which he is appointed, in all diligence.” 
We need not expect that in learning that duty mistakes are not sometimes 
going to be made. It will be some time before every man learns his duty and 
how to act in the office to which he is appointed. The only thing is, when an 
error is discovered that it be corrected as soon as possible. We know of 
some instances where Presidents of Branches have acted in a proud, arbi- 
trary manner, and have refused to be corrected:in their errors by the Travel- 
ing Elders among them, and in some instances have gone about accusing the 
Elders of teaching false doctrines, and refusing to follow their counsels or to 
be admonished by them. Now, this is all wrong, and is contrary to the spirit 
of the Gospel. Presidents of Branches should understand that the Traveling 
Elders are not members of their Branches, and their presidency or jurisdic- 
tion does not extend over them. They belong to the Branches of the Church 
where they live in Zion, and while traveling through the Conferences preach- 
ing the Gospel, are under the direction of the President of the Conference, 
and thejPresidents of Conferences are under the direction of the President of 
the Mission. It happens sometimes that the Elders called upon to fill 
missions are very young and inexperienced, and it would be something more 
than marvelous if some of them did not make mistakes, or fall into error as 
to doctrine. At such times no President of a Branch who understands his 
position or the spirit of the priesthood, or the G spel, will act hastily or 
harshly iv the matt+r, or in such a manner as to injure the influence of the 
Elder among the Saints or with the world. There is a proper way to reach 
all these thing, and correct all errors. The older or more experienced Pre- 
sident of the Branchgcould talk private y with the Elder and point out the 
error; if the Eder did not see his fault and refused to correct it, then it 
would be the right of the Branch President to lay the matter before the Pre- 
sident of the Conference at a pricvsthood meeting, that the Elder might be 
corr-cted and reproved. And in care the Conference Presid-nt did not deem 
himself competent to pronounce a decision upon the subject, he could refer it 
to the President of the Mission; and if the matter was beyond his wisdom 
to grapple with, it could be referred to the prophets and apostles at head- 
quarters in Zion. I But it is not the prerogative of Presidents of Branches to 
assume authority over the Elders, dictate them in their labors, or refuse re- 
pectful attention to their instructions. Let all cultivate the spirit of the 
Guspel, which brings humility of spirit, meekuess, and a willingness to be

Fisaine BT Exrorrio Licat.—In Boston an electric lamp has recently been used to 
search for a body drowned in the harbor. The United States steamship Albatross is 
furnished with a full complement of lamps for fishing. The glow-lamp is encased in a 
wire netting, which acts as a trap. The fish, being attracted by the light, swarm into 
the net, which is then closed and pulled in.

The snow fall in some parts of England the past winter has been heavier than for 
many years. It is stated that on the 28th of February in North Derbyshire a severe 
snow storm prevailed, and many roads were blocked. Between Ashopton and 
there was no communication for * days. Seven miles from Sheffield the drifts 
were from nine to ten feet deep, and gangs of men were engaged to cut a passage. Hun- 
dreds of sheep are reported to have perished on the moors. Two men sent out to look 
after sheep in the High Peak were buried by a sudden fall of snow, and one was found 
dead; the other, though still alive, was much injured and greatly exhausted. 

The French are about to accomplish another feat in long-distance telephoning by the 
establishment of communication between Paris and Marseilles. The line will be sub- 
terranean between Paris and Nogent-Sur-Marne, whence it will follow the course of the 
Paris, Lyons and Mediterranean Railway. The works have been almost completed in 
all the departments through which the wire will pass, and everything will be in working 
order by July lst. The wire, which is of bronze, is rather thicker than those of the ex- 
isiting long-distance lines. It was feared at first that the voice could not be heard dis- 
tinctly at a greater distance than 800 kilometres (negrly 500 miles), but recent experi-

“THE TEMPLE OF EZEKIEL’'S PROPHECY.”

On a recent visit to Peterboro’ my 
attention was called to a lecture to be 
given by Mr. H. Sulley, Architect, 
Nottingham, a*gentleman traveling in 
the interest of u sect called Christa- 
delphians. Following is the subject 
as announced: The Temple of 
kiels Prophecy. An hitherto inscru- 
table mystery solved—A vast struc- 
ture, one wile square, comprising 
gates, chambers, courts, towers, etc., 
suitable for a house of prayer for all 
nations during Millennial Times. To 
be illustrated by Diagrams.” 

Thinking that if these people had 
some truth from the Bible that we 
had not heard of, it would be interest- 
ing, and — cy taught to “search 
all things and hold fast to that which 
is good,” I determined to attend the 
lecture. Upon entering the hall I 
saw stretched before me in prospec- 
tive view (gotten up in the finest style 
of the art), the heavenly Jerusalem, 
with its outer walls one mile and one- 
seventh square, enclosing 640 acres, 
upon which is a circular building, 
three miles in circuit surrounding the 
Mount of Olives. On the top of this 
mount, which is in twain, and out of 
which issues the waters of life, from 
the santuary, is the Altar of Sacritice;
